The Storthing approved 
this breach of the Constitution, and by 
a revolutionary proceeding declared 
that the legitimate King of Norway 
had ceased to reign, and that the 
union of the two kingdoms was dis- 
solved. 

“It remains for Sweden and for me 
as King of the union to decide whether 
the attack by Norway on the existing 
union shall lead to the legal dissolu- 
tion of that union. Let the present 
generation and posterity judge be- 
tween me and the Norwegian peo- 


ple.”

NEW YORK SUBWAY OPEN. | 


Through Train Service Resumed After 
Twenty-five Million Gallons of 
Water is Pumped Out.

NE YORK, June 13.—Through 
train Bervice in the great underground 
rail system was resumed today, 
after "thirty-six hours suspension. It 


is estimated that fully 25,000,000 galions 
of water was pumped from the tunnel

GERMANY’S TORPEDO BOATS. 


BERLIN, June 13.—The Navy De- 
partment has ordered from the Ger- 
mania works six seagoing torpedo 
boate of a different type from those pre- 
viously constructed or authorized. They 
are on the government list as 8 132 
to G 137. The Cologne Gagette says 
they are of large displacement, and 
are in every way stronger-bullt and 
fitted with more numerous to 
tubes than the torpedo boats previ- 
ously laid down. The vital parts of 
the new boats will be protected from 
the fire of the smaller guns of war- 
ships. These boats, which are to be 
completed inside of a peur, are ex- 
pected to have a speed equal to the 
boats of the present type, owing to 
their powerful machinery, and yet be 
strong enough to withstand the fire of 
an enemy's quick-firing guns while ap- 
proaciing a warship and discharging 


torpedoes. One of the six boats will 
be fitted with turbine engines as an 
experiment. 


RUSSIAN WHEAT HARVEST. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 13.—Tpe 
prospect of a good Russian , wheat 
harvest continues. In the south, south- 
west, northern Caucasus, Vistula re- 
gion and the Ural provinces, the con- 
dition of the crops is far, above the 
average, but the outlook is correspond- 
ingly bad in some of the southern gov- 
ernments and the Volga region.

KIAOCHOU BAY 
MADE STRONG. 


ERLIN, June 13.—-([By Atlan-

der to fortify Kiaochou’ Bay, 
the German concession in the 
southern part of the Shantung 
Peninsula, has been issued.

The extent of the fortifications and 
the amount to be spent on them are 
facts not to be disclosed, but it is prob- 
able that the work now contemplated 
is only the beginning of an active plan. 
The expense of this work will be pro- 
vided for this year out of the Kido- 
chou budget, but the fortifying of the 
bay will doubtless be carried forward 
after this from successive appropria- 
tions to be asked of the Reichstag. 

As Kiaochou is Germany's only sta- 
tion in Far Eastern waters, the Navy 
Department has desired since its oc- 
cupation to make HK a secure base for 
German war vessels. 

The fortifying of Kiaochou at this 
time, it is sald, need not be construed 
as preparing for its defense against 
any particular power, but only as a 
proper precautionary measure too long 
neglected. 

DIPLOMATS SPECULATING. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Berlin ad- 
vices announcing that extensive forti- 
fications are to be erected In Kiaochou 
Bay have aroused considerable interest 
there and in diplomatic circles has led 
to speculation about Germany's inten- 
tions.

Ghera- 
karis approached, saluted the Premier 
and opened the carriage door. The Pre- 
mier was in the act of taanking Gher- 
akarie for his courtesy when the gam- 
bler plunged a long dagger in M. Del 
yannis’s abdomen, inflicting a frightful 
wound. 

The murderer was immediately over- 
powered by the attendants. Medical 
assistance was immediately summoned 
and the wounded man was taken to a

Duncan was a member of one of the 
most dangerous gangs of counterfeit- 
era with which the Federal officers in 
the Middle West ever had to deal— 
dangerous because the prominetice of 
fia members shielded them and threw 
Suspicion in other directions, Their 
Das of Operations was Paducah, 
Were Duncan's family ts prominent, 

brother, since deceased, having been 
& minister of the gospel. They were 
not makers of mere coins, which any- 
body. with mechanical skill could im- 
mitate, but produced a counterfeit $20 
national bank note so nearly perfect 
that it was necessary for the National 
Bank of Mayfield, K., to cali in * 
entire iesue of currency and have n 
plates made. The gam succeeded in 
passing between $10,000 and $20,000 of 
this counterfeit money. 

TRAIL OF CRIME.

Those conducting the search are 
agreed that it was a bellboy robbery, 
and while they are not willing to state 
the names of the individuals upon 
whom suspicion is concentrated, the Je- 
velopments of the next twenty-four 
hours are expected to result in the cap- 
ture of the diamond robber or robbers. 

The carefully organized search has 
narrowed down to the persons who o- 
cupied what is known as the bellboys’ 
bench on the mornimg of the robbery. 
From this vantage point the movements 
of the clerk on duty and the contents 
of the safe from which the diamonds 
were stolen are easily observ 

Detectives declare the diamonds were 
taken within five minutes from the 
time they were placed in the peculiar 
receptacie in the upper part of the 
strong iron box. 

The safe, while not in a position to 
afford easy access from the outside, is 
in a direct line with the bench where 
are usually seated from six to a dozen 
of the callboys. The conversation of 
the clerk and the hotel guests can also 
be easily heard, and the theory worked 
on ie that someone seated on that 
bench, and who saw the package de- 
posited in the open box, passed behind 
the front counter, through the passage 
way leading directly in front of the 
safe, and in a moment secured the 
valuable booty.

RAVE MOTHER'S 
FEARFUL PLIGHT. 


VAINLY TRIES TO SAVE HER 
BABY BOY'S LIFE. 


Parent and Child Struck by Monro- 
via Car in Les Angeles—Son is 
Killed, but Mother Probably Will 
Recover—Another Heart-breaking 
Fatality. 


Trying with all her might to shield 
her four-year-old boy from harm, Mrs. 


the Pasadena Short Line, faced death 
in front of a rapidly-moving Monrovia 
car early last evening, as she attempt- 
ed with the strength of sheer despera- 
tion to hurl the child from the track, 
totally oblivious of her own danger. 
An instant later the child would have 
escaped; but just as an avenue of 
safety was opening for her. offspring 
the self-sacrificing mother was struck 
down and the child was hurled fifty 


feet away, sustaining fatal injuries. 
The brave mother received wounds 
Which, though not necessarily fatal, 


will probably leave her a cripple for 
life. 

Few sadder accidents have happened 
in Los Angees. Mrs. Pitzer and her 
young son, Everett, were returning to 
their home about 7 p.m. from a visit 
to the residence of her father, M. L. 
McCandless, of No. 808 East Ninth 
street. The Pasadena car was crowd- 
ed and Mrs. Pitzer found some dim 
culty in signaling the conductor after 
She arrived at her destination, and 
when the car finally came to a halt 
it paused for a few seconds only. 

Confused and annoyed, she hurried 
from the car, leading her little boy by 
the hand, and passed behind the rear 
platform, intending to cross the other, 
track. .A Monrovia car was approach- 
Ing. and someone shouted a warning 
but the woman S@ppeared not to heer 
and stepped direttly in front of danger. 

Then the horribie truth dawned upon 
her, and wildly clutching the boy she 
vainly tried to throw him to one side 
willing to sacrifice her own life in the 
attempt. The motorman first saw the 
pair when they were only a few feet 
away, ami though he cut off his power 
and applied his air brakes, nothing 
could prevent an aecident, Mother and 
child escaped the cruel wheels by be- 
ing knocked from the track by the pi- 
lo 


t. . 
The boy was rendered unconscious 


and the lower part of his body was 
found to be fearfully crushed. Mre 
Pitzers left leg was broken in three 


places and a severe gash across the 
scalp laid bare the skull, which may 
be slighty fractured. 

The victimea were placed aboard the 
Monrovia car and hurried toward the 
city. 

At the Receiving Hospital the sur- 
geons decided tha: a delicute opera- 
tion was necessary on the boy, and he 
was transferred with his mother to the 
California Hospital. A further exam- 
ination of Mrs. Pitzer’s injuries showed 
them to be of a serious nature and her 
condition is ceonetdered critical, Mrs. 
Pitser was a partial cripple before the 
accident, as she had long suffered from 
hip trouble. 

C. K. Pitzer, the husband, was awalt- 
ing the return of his wife and bey at 
another station a short distance be- 
yond Roes Hill, which is just beyond 
the city limits, and he reached the 
scene a few minutes afterward. He is 
a grading contractor. He had recent- 
ly built a home on Topaz street, near 
Rose Hill, where the family resided. 

At an early hour this morning the 
mother’s prospects were regarded as 
favorable, but the boy's death was mo- 
mentarily expected.

Pharmacy Board Vacancies 
Excite Curiosity. 


Mist as well begin to get used to 
the fact that you can’t buy any more 
paregoric or soothing eyrup at the cor- 
ner grocery store. 

The new State pharmacy law, et- 
fective July 1, bars grocers, biack- 
smiths and others than duly registered 
druggists from dealing out epicac, hen- 
bane, calomel, squill pills and other 
“home remedies,” unless it should hap- 
pen that there is no drug store within 
five miles. 

The last Legislature, which made a 
record in the passage of “freak” bille— 
placing intending brides and grooms 
in all sorts of embarrassing positions; 
insisting that pounds of butter weigh 
sixteen ounces, and calling for the ped- 
igree of any one expecting to die, or 
be born—also took up the cudgels 
against the baby with colic. 

Likewise againsi the boy in swim- 
ming who happens to sit down on a 
log that may be occupied synchron- 
ously by a large and active wasp. 

Supposedly in the Interest of the drug 
trade, the lawmakers wetted that it 
was wrong for the keeper of a general 
store in a Small town to sell simple 
home remedies to his customers, if 
there were a pharmacy within a limit 
of five miles, but that it would be alli 
right if the drug store were five ard 
one-half miles away. 

HORRORS IN PROSPECT. 

“Forty miles from a lemon” will 
give ‘way to “four and seven-eighths 
miles from a drug store” when the par- 
ent, for the first time dashes down the 
main street of one of the new suburbs 
late on some dark night early in July, 
reuses the proprietor of the general 
store and demands a dime's worth of 
castor oil. 

Sorry. the mun in the night shirt 
will say from the upper window, “but 
we're in the five-mile Umit- there's a 
drug store just four and nine-tenths 
miles over the hills.” 

The new law provides that the State 
Board of Pharmacy may issue permits 
to general dealers in rural districts, 
where conditions do not justify ue 
employmem of a regular pharmacist, 
and where there is no drug ore with- 
in a radius of five miles, authorizing 
the sale of such ordinary drugs and 
household remedies in such form and 
manner as the board may specify. The 
dealer must pay $12 annually for this 
privilege. 

lt is provided further, tough, tnat 
when a regular pharmacist shall estab- 
lien a pharmacy within the five-mile 
limit, the general dealer shall forih- 
With surrender his permit, receiving 
a refund of the proper portion of ine 
fee paid. 

In many mall grocery and notion 
stores in outiying sections of Los An- 
geies and tarougheout the State there 
has been quite a trade in simple rem- 
edies. A great part of thie trade will 
be cut off by the operation of the new

HARDER TO GET POISON. 

In the same connection, the Legia- 
lature during its closing days enacted 
more rigid laws with respect to the 
sale of poisons by regular pharmacists, 
the intent being to make it less easy 
for persons bent on suicide or other 
wrongs to obtain deadly drugs 

It is declared a misdemeanor for a 
druggist to sell any of a large list of 
poisons without obtaining the name 
aml address of the purcSaser. A fine 
of $600, six months’ imprieonmerr, or 
both, are provided as penalties. 
However strict may be the law, phar- 
maciets say it ia impossible to pre- 
vent any one from obtaining poison. 

VALE THE SPIELER. 

Still another law that is of interest 
to pharmacists—one which has gone 
into effect within the last few. weeks 
is that which provides a State license 
of $200 a year on itinerant venders of 
drugs, nostrume or appliances for the 
cure of disease, deformities or irju- 
ries. 

It has caused the fake “doctors” of 
various kinds to fold up their tents 
and steal away; no more Punch and 
Judy shows as a prelude to the ex- 
change of hard cash for kidney and 
liver rejuvenators; vanished are the 
creatures in wonderful garb and of 
phenomena! gall, who gulled the public 
with ortental remedies” that would 
cure anything from orns to baldness. 
In addhion to the high license de- 
manded of this gemtry, there is a pro- 
vision for fines of from $100 to $250, or 
imprisonment for from fifty to one 
hundred and twenty days for failure to 
obtain such licenses.

There is a feeling among Los Angeres 
druggiets that this city is entitied to 
more than one menrber of the board. 
Of the five members now serving, two 
are residents of Santa Barbara and 
three of San Francisco. It’ is pointed 
out that in this city of 200,000 inhabi- 
tanta there is a large proportion of 
the legitimate pharmacies of the State, 
and their interests deserve recogni- 
thon.

The Los Angeles council of the 
Sequoia League, held its regulag an- 
nual meeting last night in the audi- 
torlum of the Women's Club build- 


ing. 
This organization is one perfected 
for the purpose of ameliorating the 
eondition of the American Indian and 
to secure for him fair and just 
treatment from the government, and 
at the same time to teach and help 
the Indians to be self-supporting. 
The local council] has devoted itself 
to assisting to the best of its ability 
the Indians of the arid Campo reser- 
vation, In San Diego county, and the 
meeting last night had principally to 
do with the hearing of the report of 
the board on what has been accom- 
plished in this direction. — 
Secretary Wayland Smith reported 
that the local organization had helped 
some 300 needy Indians during the past 
year, and had actually kept 150 of them 
from starving to death. He pictured 
in graphic phrase the deplorable con- 
dition of the Indians, and told what 
great good and actual saving of life 
had been accomplished through the 
contributions of the Los Angeles mem- 
bers of the league. 
Bishop Joseph H. Johnson, chairman 
of the council, told of how much geod 
had been done through the introduc- 
tien of lace-making among the women 
of the La Jolla Indians. In addition to 


introducing the art of lace-making 
league has

among the women, the se- 


cured purchasers for all of the work, 
and the industry promises to develop 
considerably among the Indlan women, 
Mrs. Emma Greenleaf, whose ele- 
quence and genius for saying pointed 
things pithily has been many times es- 
erted in behalf of the Indians, spoke 
most entertainingly on some of the his- 
torical phases of the history of the 
American and Mexican Indians. She 
paid high tribute to “that first of 
American abolitionists,” Las Casas, the 
Spanish priest and life-long friend of 
th» Mexican Indians, and called atten- 
tion to the signa! achievements and 
tireless efforts in the work of the 
league of Bishop Johnson, Wayland 
Smith and Charles F. Lummis. 

Mr. Lummis, whose efforts in de- 
half of the Indian have gained him 
national note, swung his tomahawk of 
protest and went after the scalp of 
the Indian Department of the govern- 
ment, without any preliminary pass 
ing of the pipe. He assured the mem- 
bers of the league that they had rea- 
son to feel very well satisfied with the 
work they had done. 

Fretting at departmental! red-tape 
and mismanagement enough fight has 
oozed out from Mr. Lummiss pores 
in the past three years to make a 
good-sized battle. Although, the league 
has kept some 150 Indians from starv- 
ing during the past year. this hae 
been but a tiding over. And the need 
of permanent relief is still as great 
as ever, and the Indians should be 
given land on which a horned toad 
could live and produce a fashionable 
family before they can be expected to

ORE LIQUOR 
LICENSE TALK.

PROPOSE WHOLESALE DISTRICT 
AND HIGHER TAX. 

Would Limit Number of Restaurant 
Permits, Also Increase City's Reve- 
mue—Saloon Men Deny Responsi- 

„ bility—Objectors Call it Scheme to 

Syndicate Licenses. 


Persistent rumors are afloat in mu- 
nigipal circles that a movement is on 
foot to piace a limit on the number 
of wholesale and restaurant liquor 
licenses, also to establish a wholesale 


liquor district. 

None of the proponents of the scheme 
have yet broken cover, and it seems 
impossible to determine just who is 
back of the movement. Two Cour.cil- 
men admitted that they had been ap- 
proached” in regard to the propose 
new regulations, but they declined tc 
tay Who are its sponsors. 

The plans, as already outjined, in- 
clude a restricted dietrict for whole- 
sale liquor establishmenst similar io 
the present saloon and restaurant 
liquor zone, and an increase in the li- 
Sense of restaurants and wholesale 
houses selling liquor. 

It is proposed to increase the restau- 
rant liquor and wholesale licenses to 
$75 a month, and to Iimit the number 
of restaurant liquor establishments tc 
lifty and the wholesale establishment: 
to sixty. The gone for the wholesale 
houses will be limited to the business 
district. 

The proposal to establish a wholesale 
Nquor district will probably meet with 
the approval of the Police Commission, 
the commissioners have already estab- 
lished a tentative rule that no more 
wholesale licenses will be granted in 
residence districts. 

Police Commissioners are alse 
high-license advocates, and will prob- 
ably support a movement to increase 
the wholesale and restaurant liquor: 
licenses to $75 a month at — same 
time the saloon licenses are increased 
to $150. ; 

These regulations, however, must 
come tn the form of ordinafices and 
through the Council. All that the 
Police Commission can do is to see that 
the licenses are held by proper per- 
sone and in localities where they wil! 
be the least objectionable 

But the rub will come on the ques- 
tion of limiting the number of licenses 
that may be in existence at any one 
time. There has been a great deal of 
criticiam of the limit placed on saloon 
HNeenses on the ground that it has 
created bon monopoly. It is pos- 
sible that the same argument will be 
raised ageinet the limitation of whole- 
en e and reetaurant liquor licenses. 

During the month of May sixty- 
eight wholesale licenses and fifty-eight 
restaurant liquor licenses were in force 
It ia not proposed to force the Police 
Commiesion to compe! the compulsory 
surrender of the sixteen extra license 
without cause, but to require that the 
first eight of each that are revoked 
shall not be reissued. 

Neither is there a disposition te 
make the law creating the wholesaie 
liquor zone applicable to the Wholesale 
houses outside the district, other than 
to require that the only transfers of 
the outside licenses shall be to sites 
inside the new zone, and that no 
transfers of ownership shail be per- 
mitted outside the zone. This in time 
will bring all the wholesale houses 
into the business district. 

While saloon men deny emphatically 
that they are back of the movement, 
the propositions bear the earmarks of 
saloon legisiation. Permitting the num- 
ber of wholesale and restaurant liquor 
licenses to increase without limit 
threatens to become a serious inva- 
sion of the saloon trade. If all were 
limited alike it would give the saloon 
men a better chance to break even 
with their bottled good« competitors.

IS HIS WIDOW. 


RELATIVES OF DEAD MAN TRY 
TO GET HIS ESTATE. 


Courts Called Upon to Decide 
Whether Waitress Was Ever Mar- 
ried to the Late William Jessup. 
She Asserts That Ceremony Was _ 
Performed in Milwaukee Years Ago. 


Mrs. Ida Jessup ts head waitress at 
the Van Nuys Hote! and claims title 
to a house and lot on Vermon*’ ave- 
nue, as well as some miscellaneous 
property, belonging to the late Wwil- 
liam Jessup. She avers that her title 
is written clear, betause marriages 
are made in heaven and the late Wil- 
liam Jessup was her husband. 

But the Jessup side of the house- 
hold have other ideas about that mar- 
riage, and as heaven is a long way 
off, they profess content with such 
earthly records as may be obtainable. 


in. The sisters and brothers of the 
deceaged think it odd that a marriage 
cannot be proved off-hand, but even 
Mrs Ida herself is willing to confess 
that ber marriage. though in accord 
with the law of the State where it 
Was performed was not as marriages 
are performed in California. 

Yesterday the matter came up before 

Judge York and Mrs. Ida went upon 
the witness stand. The fight is on 
over the issuance of letters of ad- 
ministration in the estate of the late 
William Jessup, who died at San Diego 
on May ‘ 
Mrs. Ida stated that she accompanied 
Jessup from Chicago to Milwaukee, 
where they were married. A minister 
performed the ceremony and gave them 
u small Written receipt, but no cer- 
tificate. Mrs. Ida could not remem- 
ber the name of the minister, or where 
his house was .ocated; she simply re- 
memberetl that he was of a Protestant 
denomination. There were two wit- 
nesses, but onl the name of one, 
Mre. Smythe. could she remember. 

That marriage took place, according 
to this wife, on June 4, 1893, and it 
Was shown by counsel) for Mra. Ida 
that until fen years ago no cer- 
tifleates were issued in the State of 
Wisconsin to persons marrying: and 
all that was required, was that the 
man and woman should make the an- 
nouncement of taking one another as 
husband and wife before two witnesses 
to constitute a valid marriage. 

But the two brothers and four sis- 
ters of the deceased husband express 
their surprise that their brother should 
continue to reside in Chicago for seven 
years after this reputed marriage, and 
during all that time keep silent re- 
garding it and never introduce his 
wife to his relatives and 
family. 

Jessup was a bartender and his 
as to cause him to adhere closely to 
the terms of the seventh commandment 
if he elected to act contrary, and at 
the same time it is contended that 
absolutely no reason existed for his 
keeping silence if he had, indeed, con- 
tracted marriage with anyone. Her 
counsel claim that the marriage was 
in accord with the laws of the State 
of Wisconsin and must be recognized. 
But so far the proof of the marriage 
even under the free and easy law that 


obtaiged until 1903, has been just a 
trifle sparse. 
But that is the way the lines of

mother so tangled the estate that she 
got all, and the children nothing. In 
other words, Mrs. Niemeyer was not 
only executrix under the will, but after 

the estate had been wound up was 
appointed guardian of the persons and 
estates of the children, She thus bad 
full sway-—according to Mrs. Dalancy. 
When Mrs. Schmees was about to 
marry Niemeyer it is claimed that swe 
had a marriage contract with: him by 
the terms of which she agreed to take 
all her own money; and that held in 
trust by ber for the children, and de- 
posit it in a lump sum, Niemeyer 
ugreeing to do the same thing, and 
thus consolidate vheir holdings. It was 
further agreed by the two parties to 
the marriage that at the death of 
either the estate should go to the sur- 
Vivor, and on his or her death be d- 
vided up among the children. Tat 
contract was entered into in 1866. 

But vhe total was not very large. 
Even Mrs. Delancy claims it amounted 
only to $5500, and with that sum the 
family removed to Los Angeles. The 
money was invested in ten acres on 
Central avenue, near Ninth street. 
Then in 1891 Mr. Niemeyer was gath- 
ered to his fathers, and his widow rep- 
resented all the estute ag being com- 
munity property, thus tending, as Ler 
eldest daughter maintained, to défraud 
the children by the first marriage. ra. 
Delancy butted into court in a contest 
of the distribution. Then Mra. Nie- 
meyer petitioned that the property be 
set aside for her use, alleging that it 
had been intended to homestead the 
property before her husband's death. 
That petition the children by the sec- 
ond marriage opposed. Some kind of 
compromise wag patched up by which 
Mrs. Niemeyer was to take in Ser own 
right one-third of the estaie, and. the 
children of the second marriage were 
to have two-thirds. 

Mrs. Delaney wae left out in tne 
cold, and she squealed until she ciaime 
that her mother told her to keep quiet 
and she would give to her a portion of 
the maternal third equal to the ind 
vidual portions of the children by the 
second marriage. 

Mrs. Niemeyer broke up part of the 
Central avenue property into lots, and 
allowed Mrs. Delancy to oceupy four 
of them, and here the deughter has 
lived for about seven years. But with 
the rapid increase in real estate values 
Mra. Niemeyer got a good chance to 
utliize the lots where her daughter 
was living, and tried to get possession. 
Her daughter wouldn't move, and only 
when dispossessed by the constable did 
she and her family surrender. Then she 
ran into court for redress. She ciaimed 
thta though she had no deed to her 
property, her mother had given it to 
her as stated, and had always said : ut 
she would make a proper conveyance. 

As opposed to thie Mrs. Niemeyer 
ald that she had out of her motherly 
kindness allowed her danghter to live 
on her premises; that she hud never 
given them to her, mor was her daugh- 
ter entitied to them. At different times 
eae claimed to have given Mrs. De- 
lancy sums of money aggregating $600, 
and that was more than she ever was 
entitied to under the will of her fatl er. 

When the matter came to hearing 
yesterday, Judge Bordwell gave judg- 
ment for the mother.

GREAT YACHT RACE 
FOR CUPS OF GOLD. 


N Saturday eight American yachtz 

will start in the two-class race, 

containing in all eighteen vessels, 
from Dover to Heligoland, for prizes 
presented by the Emperor of Germany. 
The now famous American schooner 
Atlantic, owned by Wilson Marshal! of 
the Larchmont (N. Y.) Yacht Club, 6 
entered for the race specially arranged 
for those auxiliary yachts which com- 
peted in the recent: trans-Atlantic con- 
test from Sandy Hook to the Lizard. 
This enables the owners of the other 
competitors to breathe more freely, as 
it seemed to be accepted as a fore- 
gone conclusion that if the great Gard- 
ner design went into the principal race 
there would be little chance for any 
other boat. Unless other auxiliaries 
are allowed to enter between now and 
Saturday, the only rivals that the At- 
lantic has to meet, therefore, are the 
Apache, owned by Edmund Randolph, 
and the Utowana, owned by Allison V. 
Armour of Chicago. 

The Apache is the vessel which ar- 
rived so many days after finish of the 
last race that much fear was felt for 
her safety, as she had been last sight- 
ed among the icebérgs. Her delay, how- 
ever, was not due to her hitting any- 
thing, but solely to her inability to 
get out of her own way; for, as was 
hinted in these columns before her 
Start, the Apache is not at present out 
for scalps, but for a pleasant junket in 
Which a number of well-known men 
have joined. Among these Mr. Ran- 
doiph has with him Royal Phelps Car- 
roll, the first owner ef the Navahoe 
and for a long time a central figure 
in international! yacht racing: Ralph N. 
Ellis, master of the Meadowbrook Hunt 
and for many years one of the smart 
est starters in the celebrated Newport 
fleet of Herreshoff special thirties: 
Stuyvesant LeRoy. R. Barnside Pot- 
ter, W. Gordon Fellowes, Joseph Har- 
riman and Dr. Watson B. Morris. So- 
clally this was a more important live- 
stock cargo than usual, and there has 
been much congratulation that It was 
the Apache herself and not the he- 
berga that gave her the freeze-out. 

Fifteen important yachts enter for 
the imperial trophy of the principal 
race, and of these, five are owned in 
America and are being sailed by - 
called American crews, which, in truth, 
are usually about three parts Norse. 
Ot these, the Allsa, now owned by 
Henry 8. Redmond of New York, is 
really an English boat, while the van 
Navahoe is really an American Herres- 
hoff design, though now owned, in 
Germany by Herr Watgen. 


— 


All the others fairly represent the 
countries in which they are now 
owned, and the race is especially inter- 


est ing because for the first time in 
many Wars it brings together large 
fleets of both American and foreign 


cruising racers. In this way it causes 
a long-delayed realization of a valuable 
sporting ideal, namely, that the best 
seagoing pleasure vessels of different 
countries should meet as often as pos- 
sible in hearty and friendly contest, 
and in a way removed from all those 
tricks of construction which develop 
high speed at the cost of seaworthiness. 
The old-time conviction that a yacht 
ought to be the comfortable home of 
the owner when he goes afloat has 
been much obscured in the years that 
have elapsed since the cutters Ge- 
nesta, Gatatea and Valkyrie II salled 
for the America’s Cup, but in both 
America and England there has been 
a large proportion of yachtemen who 
held unalterabdly to the belief that a 
yacht should be a yacht and not a dan- 
gerous and comfortiess machine. 
Consequently the largeness of the in- 
ternational fleet to be started on Sat- 


urday constitutes the best possible 
proof that people have returned to 
common sense; for all these vessels 


will sall with the bedding, cutlery. gal- 
ley stove, extra sails and anchors on 
bourd.
